Doctors said death was due to a 
h e a rt attack. 
Mr. and Mrs. Navin had gone to 
the H unt c ljb for a ride this m orn­ 
ing and he apparently was in the 
best of health. His wife was riding 
ahead of him when he was sudden­ 
ly stricken. The first she knew of it 
was after she turned around and 
saw his riderless horse. 
She turned her m ount and spur­ 
red back to find him lying on the 
ground,

rushed to the clubhouse and sum ­ 
moned help. 
Physicians were called and Navin 
was still alive w hen they reached 
him. He was rushed to the hospital 
but died a few m inutes after a d ­ 
m ittance.
